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geullemau from Lebanon received a 
despatch from his son in Lebanon yesterday, 
informing him that Morgan burned, in his at- 
tack on that place, the houses of eight or ten 
prominent Union men. The despatch did not 
say whether the houses were burned intention- 
ally after the capture of the place, or by shells 
thrown into .the town during the attack. The 
bous?3 of the folllowitig persons Were entirely 
destroyed: Drs. Maxwell and Spalding, Judge 
*L. H. Noble, Mr. Bulu, Mrs. Abel!, and Rev. 
Mr. liraddock. The loss will fall heavily on 
the parties, since all of the residences destroy e4 
were very valuable. So far as learned, the 
house of no rebel sympathizer was destroyed, 
atd this is strange; for in the immediate 
neighborhood of Dr. Spaldings ars the 
houses of the bitterest rebels in Lebanon. 

It is reliably reported by those who left the 
neighborhood of Lebanon since the capturoof 
the town, that Morgan's men took just what 
they wanted from tho store3. They broke 
open the store of one of the Phillips's, took 
from his money chesf all the gold and silver 
he had, and damaged hira several thousand 
dollars. 

Col. Hanton, as brave an officer as lives, 
fought Morgan from the houses in the centre 
of town, and it is said that he could not have 
been dislodged but by fire. He surrendered 
to save the town from destruction. And of 
course if the town had been destroyed, hecould 
not have saved his troops, whose chief protec- 
tion w.as the buildings. 

Tina Adams Exrniss Comtast. — In the 
eorly part of the month of June, public atten- 
tion having been called to the fact that Cin- 
cinnati and other cities obtained a much larger 
proportion of the facilities for transporting 
freight over the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad than our city, we wrote an editorial 
article deprecating the injustice. Upon its 
appearance in the Journal, Mr. JoneB, the effi- 
cient agent of Adams Express Company, 
called upon us, and submitted a statement from 
his books, covering the freight carried by his 
line from the 8th to the 17th June inclusive, 
■which showed that while Louisville had ship- 
ped 1,160,697 pounds in that time, Cincinnati's 
share had been but 192,393. This contrast was 
so unexpected, and apparently so surprising 
that we presumed the favorable change had 
been occasioned by the remonstrances of our 
Board of Trade. To ascertain if this had been 
the case, we applied to Mr. Jones for a state- 
ment of the business done In the correspond- 
ing time during the previous months of April 
and May. This was promptly furnished, and 
showed 484,535 for Louisville and 157,860 for 
Cincinnati. The discrepancy betweea these 
figures, and the opinions of our business men, 
induced us to defer the publication of the 
article, and we handed the statements over to 
a Committee of the Board of Trade, who 
were desirous of investigating the matter. 
Toward the close of June Mr. Jones wrote U3 
a note requesting the return of the statements, 
at he did not wish thtm published. The note 
being written in pencil, we overlooked that 
portion of it which referred to the non-publi- 
cation, and simply answered Mr. J. that wo 
had handed them to the Committee of the 
Board. Hearing nothing more of the matter, 
we finally decided to publish the article on 
Monday. We have made this statement as 
preliminary to the publication of the follow- 
ing note: 

Louisvillh, July G, 1863. 
My attention has been called to a publica- 
tion in the Louisville Journal, of theoth inst., 
in regard to the shipments of merchandize 
from Cincinnati and Louisville, which teas not 
intended for publication, in which very great 
injustice is done to Louisville, growing out of 
the fact that a very large proportion of the 
freight thus charged to Louisville consisted of 
floods, bought at Cincinnati and other Eastern 
and Northern cities, which came to Louisville 
by mailboat and other routes, and were re- 
ceived here by the Adams Express Company, 
and entered as freight originating at Louis- 
ville. 

It ismv intention that Louisville shall have 
her full share of all facilities over which I have 
control. S.A.JONES. 

It seems that the Committee of the Board of 
Trade and Mr. Jones had discovered the error 
of the statements, and Mr. J. had promised 
the Committee that they should be recalled. 

furtherance of his promise he wrote to us, 
bii^we overlooked hig request — a circum- 
stance, by the way, which teaches the lesson 
that business letters should never be written in 
pencil. This explanation will absolve Mr. 
Jones from the suspicion of net having acted 
in good faith, for we preserved his note, and 
reference to it has shown our oversight. 

We may state, as germairJe to this subject, 
that Adams Express Company has made dis- 
tinct pledgee that in the future the interests of 
our city shall be protected, and that we shall 
have all our business men desire, which is a 
fair proportion of freighting facilities, W« 
■ever believed that Mr. Jones would know- 
ingly suffer injustice to Louisville, and it Was 
that spirit which dictated our editorial article 
to which he has replied, quite satisfactorily to 
ns, and we hope equally so to the gentlemen 
who made the investigations into the 
matter of the relative amount of freight ship- 
ped from here and from other cities. 

— On Thurs- 
dav last a fbuog man by the name of 
Hollingshead, met with a most horrible death 
on the Central Ohio Railroad, west of Bellare. 
He laid down and went to sleep in in a cov- 
ered bridge, not far from Bellaire. He was

informed him that it was nearly train time, 
and that he had better get up. The young 
man replied he would get up, but, instead of 
doing so, he turned over and went to sleep. 
The train soon afterwards came along and 
passed over his body, killing him instantly.

ington have caused a perfect panic among the 
people, who are flocking into the city every 
hour. 
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Admiral Porter caused his guns to be worked 
with commendable leal and activity all day, 
principally on the enemy's batteries below the 
city. The mortarboats at Young's Point have 
also been vigorously shelling the city and in- 
ner line of intrenchments. Some of the shells 
fell near the chain of forts in front of the 13th 
corps, or centre of our lines. Our own bat- 
teries in 13th corps have lired but little. The 
enemy were audacious enough to attempt to 
flatik a battery of field artillery near Gen. Lo- 
gan's front, hauling up their guns with mules 
in full view I Didn't they leave that wilder- 
ness in a hurry? Captain Parrolt and Maj. 
Dahlgren sent over prompt protests against 
such squatter sovereignty doctrine. The rebs 
took Federal discharges in tiiplicate, and left 
to report to Pemberton. The next titno the 
rebs try a forward movement we'll make out 
their everlasting discharge papers, and order 
them to report to Old Nick I 

This evening there are all sorts of rumors 
flying about, aud but few of which contain 
authenticity or obtain credence. I will men- 
tion but one of this class: A deserter is re- 
ported to have said that the Vicksburgershave 
500 barrels of flour, 150 barrels of rice, an 1 
6,000 pounds of bacon. 

Messengers from beyond Big Black and 
near Champion Hills report no enemy except 
abont 1,200 cavalry, and this force is said to 
be near Jackson. Our ambulance train has 
returned from Champion Hills with all of oar 
wounded. So says my informant. 

June 25. — Just at daybreak this morning 
the eremy opened on our camps (10th divi- 
sion, 13th corps) with grape and shells. Shells 
exploded all around Gen. Burbridge'a head- 
quarters, some of the pieces falling within six 
feet of his tent Nobody hurt. 

Perhaps some of you Northerners think it 
very healthful aud exhilarating exercise to be 
shelled out of your habitations, out of your 
beds, out of sweet morning slumbers, after be- 
ing on duty until midnight, and compelled to 
go a 2:40 gallop, through the brushwood, with 
shirt-tails flying at right angles of your ghost- 
like corporeals, a strong smell of brimstone 
and gunpowder in your rear, aud perhaps a 
yawning chasm in frontl This m-.y be de- 
lightlul exercise for some people, but I can't 
see it. I like romance and races, but not so 
stroagly compounded with rebel incentives. 

Is the rebel raid into Pennsylvania a reality 
or a sensation humbug gotten up by gold spec- 
ulators and copperheads? Should the news- 
paper fraternity complain when thousands of 
extras are sold in consequence? Perhaps the 
majority of that squad who help to work the 
great Archimedean lever are sold and delivered 
like the rest of us poor devils. Still, should 
this aim; be convinced that the l'otoujac army 
had been defeated and Washington Ciiy cap- 
tured, it would not deter us from taking Vicks- 
burg nor destroy the morale of this army. 
Should a few rebel bayonets get into close 
proximity with the powers that be, and prod 
them a little, letting out some of their self- 
conceited blood, and run out about five hun- 
dred wire-working politicians, it would be one 
of the most wholesome calamities (?) that, 
could befal the nation. 

"How long — 01 how long" — will they be, in 
working up to the importance of their duties, 
and the just demands of the soldiers in the 
field? Shall a few noble, brave, self-sacrificing 
hearts offer themselves up as martyrs for their 
country, while millions of able-bodied men 
are permitted to remain at home — surrounded 
with plenty — taking their east! — safe from reb- 
el bullets, and garnering in the spoils and 
fruits of Mammon? Is not (thus far) a suc- 
cessful example before us? Do we not see it 
— have we not felt it? Does Jeff Davia fight 
us with only a part of his available war ma- 
Urial? Does be fight on with his volunteers 
until tbty have dwindled down to a squad, 
before he commences conscripting? Shall we 
only oppose the enemy with eqasl numbers 
or less, when we might have three to hisone? 
Is it the settled policy of the administra- 
tion to let the war linger and languish, 
and exhbutt the patience and courage of our 
armies, exhaust the treasury, weaken the 
confidence reposed in us by other nations, un- 
til anarchy stalks abroad in our midst or a 
foreign war be naturally forced upon us? I 
would respectfully ask President Lincoln 
(honest but too deferential); Secretary Seward 
(No. 1 in Foreign diplomacy); Secretary 
Chase (sound on finaaces); Secretary Staun- 
ton (well meant but short winded); Secretary 
Welles (U,o mucdi whiskers, too little energy, 
gunboats draw too much water, doubtless 
means well, but has not yet caughta glimpse 
of Young America); P. M. Blair (much at- 
tached to (Belles) Letters — looks wise, careful 
what he says — isn't decided enough); Secre- 
tary i In; Leber (bavn't seen his mark in his 
new vocation; being a man of jurisprudence, 
will doubtless steer through the central chan- 
nel); in behalf'of our common cause and coun- 
ty — I repeat, I would tespectfully ask, are you 
all united on a settled policy ? Do you all 
ride one class of sound thoroughbreds, or have 
each of you a different hobby? Dt yoa all 
expect to be the — next President? Have each 
of you a string of selfish, unprincipled, wire- 
working politicians tied to your coat-tails 
with nine months promises out — IF • * ? 
Do each and all of you consider yourselves 
responsible to God and the people for your 
stewardship? Was ever an Administration 
so liberally dealt with? Did not Congress 
vote everything asked for? Did not that 
hody v (legislative) pass a conscription bill — 
vote money to arm, equip, subsist, and pay 
troops to be raised by conscription as 
the exigencies of the ca=e might require 
them? Was this law enacted to fill a 
page or two on the records' and then be- 
came a nullity? Did the loyal people thus 
speak through their representatives? Were 
not the soldiers in the field encouraged by this, 
and led to expect assistance prompt and ade- 
quate to no? only protect you, but themselves, 
their families, and our country? Did you ever 
bear of one James Buchanan? He has been 
set down as an imbecile, etc. I never wish to 
see eilher of your names written or mentioned 
in connection with his, nor any traits of char- 
acter compared to those he is said to possess. 
Then, to return, shall the war linger! linger! 
linger! until Jeff Davis's Oligarchy be recog-. 
ni/.etl as one of the great family of nations by 
foreign powers, and that too through the stern 
principles of necessity ? Do not millions of 
foreign poor cry out for peace, that the usual 
channels of commerce may be resumed aud a 
way opened up whereby they can earn their 
bread? Not an abject, servile, ignominious 
peace, but an honorable, speedy, conquered 
peace, compelling due respect to the laws of 
the land and eternal death to secession I 

I present these thoughts with feelings of 
deep interest and due respect to all concerned. 
They proceed from a loyal mind and patriotic 
heart; and though from an humble soldier ia 
the army besieging Vicksburg, they are none 
the less earnest or well meant. They spring 
forth in behalf of suffering humanity and a 
bleeding country. They are promulgated for 
Ihe turposo of inciting prompt action and 
more vigorous measures in behalf of freedom 
and self government. 

Reader, bow should a refractory child be 
corrected? Would you chastise him a little 
to-day, a little to-morrow, a little the next 
day, i nd so on for a month, for only one of- 
fence? or would you take measures to subdue 
him at once? 

Shall we fight this accursed rebellion six 
months or six years? Messrs. Authorities, 
would yon like to have a vote of the people 
(including the soldiers) on this point? W ill 
you let the present jaded, hard-worked (not 
all so) soldiers in the field struggle on, and 
let 1864 appear on the record of Time, and the 
end not yet? Or will you conscript 300,000 
more men into the camp and in the field to 
fill up old regiments now! It should have 
been done three months since! Can we not 
clothe and arm them now as well as next 
y<ar? Can we not do it easier and cheaper 
now? Then, ia God's name, set the kali in 
motion I 

If the war is allowed to linger another year 
what condition will our finances be in? Gold 
will advance to 150 per cent, premium! Per- 
haps more. Why? Because we not only 
have the so-called S. C. to contend with, but 
a rising spirit of rebellion in the North and 
the war dogs of Luroge to conciliate, if possi- 
ble. Fine picture, Messieurs Authorities at 
Washington. Have you money enough to 
bny it? Have you the courage to bid for it? 
What auctioneer will you choose to wheedle 
you into eo dear a bargain? 

Let us take a hasty glance over our extend- 
ed battle-ground. Perhaps we can find room 
for the proposed three hundred thousand — a 
suitable position for two or three more armies.

Gen. Logan, McPhcr son's corps, had 
successfully approached and mined one of the 
strongest and most commanding forts on the 
whole line, and a generM demonstration with 
artillery was ordered to immediately follow 
the explosion of the mine. All eyes were 
bent on this fort from 2 until 4:30, P. M., 
when it was fired. Who has beheld an .Etna 
or Vesuvius vomiting forth huge columus of 
earthy mutter, surrounded by fire and smoke? 
or who has beheld one of those terrible earth- 
quakes which often swallows up whole cities, 
with their inhabitants? 

My mind grasped such scenes the moment I 
beheld that reddish mass of earth rise as though 
lifted by a cloud, then, parting from centre to 
circumference, falling back to mother earth. 
Then vision was for a moment transcended by 
thought — the horrid spectacle in imagination's 
sphere telling thought — behold the hundreds 
of mangled corpses mingling with that con- 
glomerated mass of earth and legs! Perhaps 
some were uninjured, but. buried alivel Some 
may have been but little injured, but some 
heavy limbers still held them prisoners! 
Others might be lingering in agony pressed 
against a bale of burning cotton ! 

Suck were some of the thoughts that passed 
through my brain like the lightning's flash, 
when — crash after crash — one deafening roar 
of artillery burst forth along the whole line, 
and for a moment I lost all sense of thinking 
or bearing. What is one Pandemonium? 
what is Bedlam? what the sound of a thou- 
sand trip-hammers forging out bars of steel? 
what the effect of a dozen thunderstorms war- 
ring with each other in space? Can yon 
stretch your imagination sufficiently to com- 
bine ail these in one general, mad carousal? If 
so, yon have a faint idea of the grand saturna- 
lian openiog of our artillery exercises. My 
old steel pen can't do the subject justice, and 
old John Brown's muse left me just as I bad 
started on a flight of fancy, so I'll merely pro- 
ceed to say that I thought the Devil had bro- 
ken out of purgatory, and the ghosts of all 
deceased secessionists were screaming after 
bim. The last I saw of old nick and his crew 
be was making lightning speed for Vicksburg, 
with a tail of smoke behind each one of his 
Imps which smelt very much like burn! pow- 
der. 

For two honrs did onr artillery and mus- 
ketry rain destruction on rebellious beads, 
while Porter dropped in his niue inch shells 
faster than ever before. Never did I hear and 

see such precision, such unanimity, such tell- 
ing efl'ectl It was terrific beyond expression. 

At six o'clock Logan .had gained a lodge- 
ment in the vacancy caused by the explosion, 
which is in tbecerner of one of their stnagest 
forU, from which point be can deal dedrh and 
destruction to everything within half a mile 
of bim. Gen. Grant telegraphed along the 
whole line that be would have a battery in 
position there by daylight this morning! Our 
flag waves over one of the enemy's work3, 
and will soon wave over all! Ho! for Vicks- 
burg! 

Our transports were sent down to Banks 
this afternoon — some say for prisoners and 
others' say for troops. 

All is going well, and I am confident the 
news will be still better in my next.

HAltDIJiU, HEADY, AND "IIISTORY." 

Lbdaxos, Ky., July 2. 
Hon. A. Harding, the Union nominee for 
Congress in the Fourth Congressional District, 
spoke in Lebanon to a large crowd on the 30th 
tilt. He took for bis text the war, and thor- 
oughly and calmly discussed it. It would be 
pleasant to us to give his whole speech, but 
find it impossible because of a want of time. 
I give a synopsis of it abbreviated as much as 
possible. 

He began by asserting that his positions had 
been and were constantly being misconstrued 
both by Heady and the Louisville Democrat, 
and that too wilfully, since he had on all pro- 
per occasions spoke openly, boldly, and expli- 
citly, those principles maintained by him. He 
then proceedod to define bis position. He stands 
with the Union party of the state of Kentucky, 
fully endorsing the action of the Louisville 
convention of the 18th of March last. He re- 
viewed the principles of this party, said that 
they were in union with those adopted by the 
whole Northern Democrary headed by Sey- 
monr, and to prove this read extracts from the 
letters and speeches of the representative men 
North. He gave .lengthv quotations from 
Judge Caton's letter, from Seymour's message, 
from McClellaa's speech, and from tho action 
of the Pennsylvania Democracy. These ex- 
tracts clearly demonstrated the truth of his as- 
sertion. He then asserted that there is and can 
be but two parties under existing circumstances, 
v ir. : those in favor of the Government and those 
against it. No oae will assert that the Northern 
Democracy is a disunion party. The peace 
Democracy of Kentucky — headed by Harney, 
and upheld by euchmen as Heady— is diamet- 
rically opposed to the leading principles of 
Seymour Democracy. He proved conclusively 
that Haruey and Heady Democracy leads to 
rebellion— is only the old peace party baptized 
in the name of Democracy, and upheld by 
those who love their cot ntry less than they 
love office. He defined his position clearly 
then by reading the questions I send, which 
he proposed to Capt. Heady at several points, 
ana which Capt. Heady stubbornly refused to 
answer. From his answers to these questions 
it will be seen that he is for an unconditional 
suppression of the rebellion, and an uncondi- 
tional war upon abolitionism. He will surren- 
der neither to the rebels nor to the abolitionists. 
Heady proposes, if he can't at jone fell swoop 
wipe out of existence every party opposing 
him on this negro question, that he will vote 
neither men nor money to suppress the rebel- 
lion, thus conceding even more than Jeff Davis 
can and doc3 ask. He avowed that he still 
held to his speech entitled the "Two Rebel- 
lions," and that that man who said he gulped 
it down, — swallowed it. — told a malicious and 
intentional falsehood. He then took np Heady 
and his proclamation and handled both with 
ungloved hands. He showed the spirit 
that actuated its author, denounced state- 
ments in it as falsehoods, and proved 
to the public that a certain congressional 
opponent of his needs the cap of somebody to 
bide his ears. He explained satisfactorily to 
the people why he failed to vote on the $700,- 
000,000 appropriation bill, and remarked to 
Heady that when he assailed Lira and called 
him a jackaas for failing to vote, that he was 
applying rather strong language to such men 
as John J. Crittenden, Mallory, 4c, 4c. The 
idea of Wm. Jackson Heady calling Critten- 
den hard names is simply unmitigated simpli- 
city. The truth is, he so thoroughly demol- 
ished poor Heady that the latter named gen- 
tleman fell into disrepute immediately with 
his only friends, the rebels. 

Capt.Heady has taken especial pains to anim- 
advert upon me all over the district as an anon- 
ymous scribbler. Think of Heady talking 
about scribblers. Why, he is the most ridicu- 
lous and unmitigated scribbler in U. S. He 
has written himself to death; is dying politi- 
cally because of letter writing. He talks 
about political scribblers, when ne is necessi- 
tated to write letters puffing himself {vide 
"Quartermaster' 8" letter); over such signatures 
as Smith. When he published t« this county 
a letter from a certain Historian, purporting 
to have been written in Lebanon, full of abom- 
inable lies, and teeming with villifications of 
men as honorable as himself, he speaks of 
scribblers, when he was so foolish as to write 
letters to delegates to the congressional 
convention which came off at Lebanon on 



the 20th of May last, telling of a rumored 
adjournment of said convention until June 
20, and insisting that they remain at home! 
His letters are as interminable and inconsis- 
tent as his speeches. No anonymous scribbler 
has vilified nim. He knows who "Fidler" is. 
He knows who "Quartermaster ' is, and he 
lately learned without any labor wbo "T." 
was.' Wonder if he has forgotten his Groens- 
lmrg experience with "T.?" He promised the 
toe of bis boot to the author, and very mod- 
estly declined using his fool when the author 
presented himself for the expected kicking! 
The writers of these letters are responsible for 
them, and yet he prates about scribblersl 

Heady spoke a short time after Harding 
closed. His remarks were more distinguished 
for stupidity than anything else. We pro- 
pose to give a short and succinct account of 
this wonderful man. On March 1, 1863, he 
announced himself a candidate for Congress, 
subject to a Union convention. 

On March 18th he attended the Louisville 
Convention, participated in its proceeding', 
aided to nominate a fnll State ticket, male 
more speeches than any other man present at 
that convention, aided to make the platform, 
and left satisfied to all appearances.

Heady writes a letter to the Journal and Dem- 
ocrat attempting to show why he would not 
submit to a convention called at his own 
suggestion. | 

About this time, having a great horror to 
conventions, he commences writing letters to 
prominent delegates to this convention, telling 
unheard of rumors, and asking them to stay 
at home. 

May 20th. — A. Harding is nominated for 
CoDgress by a large and fully attended con- 
vention at Lebanon. 

May 23d. — Two wonderful documents, one 
over the signature of Wm. Jackson Heady, 
the other over the signature of History, appear 
in the Louisville Democrat — the first dis'in- 
guisbed for length ftnd impudent stupidity, 
the second for unwholesome lies. 

In June the canvass is fuily opened, and 
Hendy 's idiosyncracies are shown in his every 
speech. In Taylor counly be fully and openly 
repudiated the Louisville Democrat. He is 
now pinned to that sheet. At Haysville he 
aLDOuuced his intention to support llramlette 
and the Louisville Convention; at Lebanon 
be unblLshiiigly, without any reasons, declar- 
ed himself for Wicklifl'e! He persistingly re- 
fused and refuses to answer written questions 
proposed to bim by Mr. Harding in order to 
set their positions forth to the people. Like a 
blind viper, he strikes at every noise; and if a 
man dates truthfully report bis speeches he 
must be traduced and villified all over the 
county by himself and his rebel friends. 
This communication is too long, but I am not 
half done with the wonderful man.

Grkbhsrthq, Kt., July 2d, 1863. 
We find in the Journal of June 26th a series 
of rcTOlutions adopted by the officers and sol- 
diers of the 13th regiment Kentucky volun- 
teers. To Gen. Hobsonand the 13th regiment 
the people of this portion of Kentucky are 
devotedly attached. Four companies and parts 
of other companies of the regiment are from 
this county, and a nobler, truer, or braver set 
of men cannot be found in the Union army. 
Gen. Hobson, who was then Colonel of the 
regiment, together with Lieut.-Col. Carlisle 
aed Major W. K. Hobson, commenced to or- 
ganize the regiment at Greensburg about the 
13th day of September, 1861, and from the 
time of its organization to the present time the 
duties wLich the regiment have performed 
have been arduous and hazardous. The no- 
ble bearing and bravery of the regiment on 
the bloody field of Shiloh was such as to re- 
ceive complimentary notices from the com- 
manding Generals, and during the long aud 
weaiisome march of General Buell's army 
through Tennessee and Kentucky, in pursuit 
of the army of Gen. Bragg, the regiment per- 
formed its duties with a promptness and fidel- 
ity 'unsurpassed by any regiment in the army. 
The present high position which the 13tb has 
attained in the army has been won by its tho- 
rough discipline, true soldierly deportment, 
and unflinching and unwavering devotiou to 
the cause of our country. Too much praise 
cannot be bestowed upon' the noble-hearted 
boys of the 13tb. 

Gen. Hobson stands deservedly high in the 
army as a soldier and a gentleman, and Ken- 
tucky can boast of no truer or braver man. 
He is always found at his post of duty, and 
bis untiring energy and unfaltering devotion 
to the Union cause, together with his ability 
as a commander, has made him a favorite in 
the army, and he may be proud in the thought 
that the people of his native county and bis 
acquaintances everywhere cherish for him 
feelings of the warmest personal regard and 
esteem. We are gratified to know that he is 
now upon the border of our State confronting 
the starving marauders who intend to invade 
the State. The country will see that he is the 
light man in the right place. 

There is a certain class of politicians who 
do not like the plain talk contained in the res- 
olutions adopted by the 13th, and it is gravely 
asserted that the regiment has gotten itself 
into a difficulty by resolving all as traitors 
who will not vote men and money to support 
the .war, and at the same time endorse Mr. 
Harding, who, it is contended, refused to vote 
for the bill to raise money and voted against 
the bill to raise men. According to the same 
ecbool cf political philosophers, the regiment 
has got into a difficulty because they are 
fighting for the preservation of the Union, 
n c respectfully refer this fault-finding class 
of politicians to the speeches of Hon.' John J. 
Ctillenden and Hon. A. Harding tor the rea- 
sons which controlled (heir actions in the 
CoDgress of the United States. The reasons 
given by that portion of the Kentucky delega- 
tion which voted against the bill lor enrolling 
the militia was that it was the intention of the 
bill to enroll in the militia slaves and 
free negroes. To this Crittenden, Harding, 
and others were utterly opposed, and on that 
account voted against the bill. When one of 
the military appropriation bills came up, a 
pioposition was made that none of the money 
appropriated should be applied to raising ne- 
gro regiments, &c. The radicals in Congress, 
having a large majority, would not allow a 
vote upon this proposition, and, for that reason, 
knowing as they did that the radicals had a 
majority and would pass the bill, the Ken- 
tucky delegation, with one or two exceptions, 
retained their votes. Mr. Harding is 
cot willing on any account to withhold 
supplies from the army, and thereby s»rrender 
the nation to its enemies. But he is for sup- 
plying the army with everything necessary for 
a vigorous prosecution of the war, and, la the 
language of the resolutions adopted by the 
Legislature of Kentuck? (and for which some 
of these same anti-supply men voted), that ex- 
perience has shown that the "unconstitutional 
acts of Congress and startling usurpations of 
power by the Executive can be corrected by 
tbe ballot-box." He is for supplying the ar- 
my, that the soldiers in the field may crush 
the rebellion, and forgiving the people a chance 
at the ballot-box that they may crush abolition- 
ism. It is no time now to surrender to Jeff 
Davis A Co., after the Government has expend- 
ed so much blood and treasure in a war for the 
preservation of the country. 

It is asserted by this same class of politicians 
that those who support the war must sapport 
abolitionism. According to this mode-or rea- 
toning the whole of the forty thousand troops 
now in the field from Kentucky are fighting, to 
support abolitionism. We will not stop to 
answer this foul slander against the brave and 
noble Boldiersof Kentucky. We know of men 
who are candidates for Congress and for the 
Legislature who are in effect making this 
charge in every public speech they make, and 
yet they have brazen-faced impudence enough 
to ask the lathers, brothers, and friends of the 
soldiers to elect them to Congress, 4c, where 
they cyn have a full opportunity to caTy out 
their treasonable purposes against the Govern- 
ment. 

We know of men who are terribly opposed 
to votiDg supplies to the army who have been 
speculating on the Government ever since the 
war commerced, and who would still continue 
the speculation if every white man in the army 
was disbanded and the army composed en- 
tirely of negroes. 

Many, very many, of the anti-supply men of 
this portion of the State have been seized of 
late with a very sudden view of the duties 
they owe to their wives and children and the 
utter impossibility of their leaving them. 
Their eyes seem to have been opened upon this 
important subject about the time that it was 
announced that another call would be made 
lor men for the serviee. 

We say to the gallant 13th that their friends 
at home arc proud of the noble stand they 
have taken. Mr. Harding will receive the vote 
of the Union party to a man, and we intend 
to elect Col Carlile, and, in the language of 
your resolution, show that we loathe and 
scorn the little party in Green county which is 
engaged in teaching the damnable heresy of 
no more supplies to the army. We remember 
with gratitude the many dangers and difficul- 
ties jou have encountered in defence of our 
beloved State aud nation. Let us hope that 
the blight and ruin which now shrouds us 
m8y pass away and the happy period arrive 
when ourprostrate and bleeding country shall 
egaiD stand reunited and erect among th» na- 
tions of tbe earth. X, 
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[Special Despatches to th« Lonlarillo Journal.] 
CmctKNATi, July 7. 

A Washington special to the Cincinnati Ga-. 
zette, dated July Cth, says the news from the 
recent battles continues to be of the most 
cheering character. Prisoners and deserters 
are continually coming into our lines. The 
enemy have lost of the latter over six thou- 
sand, and the number is increasing. 

No correct reports of the killed and woun- 
ed have yet been made out, and the figures 
given arc only estimates. Gen. Meade is fully 
alive to the emergency of the hour. Details 
from the army indicate the capture of wagons 
and guns belonging to the rebels. 

Hooker, who is here, thinks that Lee can- 
not escape, as the river has already risen suf- 
ficiently to prevent it without the aid of 
arms. 

Gen. Stoneman had an interview with the 
Secretary of War to-day and is to receive or- 
ders to join the Army of the Potomac. 

Gen. Couch telegraphs that the Potomac 
river is rapidly rising. 

No more sick and wounded were to be sent 
East from tbe Washington hospitals, but the 
wounded from the battle-field will be sent to 
Philadelphia and other Eastern hospitals. 

Tbe despatches of Jtff Davis are even more 
decisive in their disapproval of Lee's plans than 
heretofore stated. Davis says that Lee, hav- 
ing undertaken the movement on his own re- 
sponsibility, must extricate himself as be3t he 
can. > 

Tbe rain of yesterday will probably increase 
the rise in tbe Potomac to a freshet which will 
render it impassable by Lee except by bridges. 
Information received to-day says all the bridges 
below Hancock have been destroyed. 

The mountain passes leading to Hancock 
are all in our possession ; the enemy can only 
get through by desperate fighting. 

Second Despatch. — Our forces arc posted so 
as to render the capture cf a large part of 
Lee's force probable. 

Six thousand seven huudred prisoners have 
already arrived at Baltimore. The Potomac 
is six feet above the fords. 

Philadblphia, July 6. 

Lee's scattered troops are Retreating up 
through the valley. The impression prevails 
in official circles that all the Potomac fords 
are in our possession. 

The militia force under General Smith are 
pushing on rapidly, and have reinforced the 
wearied troops of Meade. 

It is not likely the rebels will make a stand 
to figbt another pitched battle, as not one third 
of the men are together, and these are com- 
pletely demoralized. 

Prisoners and deserters are arriving in large 
numbers. It has been raining all day. The 
Potomac is still rising, and it is confidently 
believed by knowing ones that Lee, in order 
to avoid farther carnage, will surrender. As 
our forces are now stationed, if he attempts to 
cross he w ill be cut to pieces. Our whole ar- 
my has never been in better spirits. 

(Secoud Despatch.) 

Philadblphia, Jnly 6. 

The Press has a special that the rebel Jenk- 
ins has escaped and that the enemy under 
Fitzhtigh Lee are reconnoitring for a ford. 

A despatch from Gen. Uoupt was received 
yesterday at Gettysburg, that the enemy is 
rapidly retreating. All our sick and wounded 
were beiDg moved there yesterday. 

The 12th army corps was on the march, and 
moving in haste through Littlelown toward 
Williamsport to cnt off the enemy. The left 
wing also has marching orders. Part of the 
artillery and cavalry under Pleasanton are in 
motion toward Frederick. 

Out of 26 officers in tho G9th Pennsylvania 
regiment only four escaped; two are prison- 
ers. 

Habrisbcro, July 6. 

Hundreds of Cumberland (Md.) farmers 
with teams, cattle, Ac, are returning home. 

About fifty rebel prisoners were brought in 
from Carlisle to-day. Gen. Sigel is in town. 

Tbe following is condensed from the evening 
telegraph : 

Gen. Pierce, commander of Millroy's troops, 
captured a rebel wagon train of about one 
hundred wagons, between Cbambersburg aud 
Grcencastle. The contents were chiefly plun- 
der, consisting of clothes, shoes, hats, and even 
women's and children's clothing. 

A great many rebel wagons fall in Our 
bands as they near the Potomac. 

The farmers along the route of the retreat- 
ing rebels greatly harassed them. 

The rebels desert their sick and wounded. 
It is thought they do so to embarrass our 
army. 

It is said the headquarters of the Depart- 
ment of the Cumberland are to be removed to 
Carlisle. 

It is fully believed here that Lee is making 
a bold front to cover b.Ls retreat, and that hv 



is working as if he intended to intrench him- 
self in position beyond Gettsyburg, the mole 
effectively to cover his design of extricating 
his army from its present position without a 
fight It is said his troops are disheartened and 
Uicinayed. 

Habrisbcro, July G. 

The authorities here are in rxtacies over 
the news received to-day. The Potomac 
river has risen G feet within the past 48 hours, 
which mutt necessarily destroy all the fords, 
and there being mo bridges within striking 
distance of Lee's army all means of retreat 
must be cut off. 

A despatch received to-night by Gen. Couch 
states that Gen. Gregg, with a force of Gen. 
Pleasanton's cavalry, had an engagement to- 
day at Faj ettcville, in which he took 4,000 
prisoners. Fayetteville is between Cashtown 
aud Cbambersburg in the east of South Moun- 
tain. 

After disposing»of his prisoners, Gregg took 
en interior road, and advanced in the direc- 
tum of Greencastle. The militia under Gen. 
Smith is in supporting distance of Gr^gg, and 
is rapidly advancing upon the rebels. 

A person who represented him'elf as Long- 
street's Adjutant General, captured near Ha- 
gerstown on Friday, arrived hereto-day. He 
states that Longstrcet and Lee both opposed 
the invasion of Maryland and Pennsylvania^ 
fearing it would be disastrous; but Davis 
wouldn't listen, and gave orders,' promising to 
<end 30,000 reinforcements under Beauregard. 
When the Adjutant was captured, he was 
on the highway to Culpepper to ascertain what 
had become ot Beauregard's troops, and was 
very anxious to know whether any one here 
had any knowedge of them. 

Gentlemen who left Gettysburg last even- ' 
icg state that Longstreet is dead and is within 
cur lines. Everything looks as though Lee's 
ermy would be forced to turn and give battle 
or surrender. 

Philadblphia, July 6. 
The Washington Star says that it is esti- 
mated at Gettysburg that Leo had lost up to 
yesterday morniog, by desertion, since cross- 
ing the Potomac, G.000 men. 

Lee is clearly cut off from taking cither 
of the lower and short routes leading to Vir- 
ginia, and be must be endeavoring to make 
for the Potomac at Hancock. 

We have strong hopes he will not be able to 
get 'back into Virginia-neither his artillery 
nor transportation, and the men with which 
be.may himself escape, will number a fourth 
Of his boastful and over confident army. 

A special to the n^rald says the following 
facts are obtained from a source which guar- 
antees their correctness, and the statement 
nisy be relied upon as strictly true: 

On Saturday the rebel gunboat Dragon came 
down James river with a flag of truce. Act- 
ing Rear Admiral Lee sent up officers to meet 
it, when it was ascertained that Alexander H. 
Stephens and Commissioner Ould were on 
board. 

They represented that they were bearers of 
an important letter from Jeff Davis, Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Army and Navy of the 
Confederate States to Abraham Lincoln, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy of 
the United States, and asked permission to pro- 
ceed to Washington in the Dragon and present 
the letter to President Lincoln in person. 

They declined to reveal anything further in 
relation to their commission. Admiral Lee 
of course had no authority to grant their re- 
quest, and they consented to wait until ho 
could communicate with Washington and re- 
ceive instructions. 

He accordingly telegraphed the facts, and 
requested instructions. This morning a special 
Cabinet meeting was called to consider the 
matter, granting a request, which involved 
many delicate and important questions. As 
such a proceeding might be constructed into 
an acknowledgement of nationality of the 
pretended Confederate Government, and after 
all, the matter might be some comparatively 
unimportant affair, such as the employment of 
negro troops. 

No decision was arrived at, and the Cabinet 
meeting accordingly adjourned nntil to-mor- 
row, and Admiral Lee was instructed to as- 
certain, if possible, the subject of the mission. 
In the meantime the tug containing the rebel 
embassadors had turned abont and steamed 
up the river without any parting salutation 
or explanation, and thus ended the mission. 

A gentlemen just arrived from Richmond, 
who left there day before yesterday, savs that 
great consternation prevails there. The de- 
fences are occupied chiefly by armed citizens, 
and ftars are entertained that Lee will be cut 
off and Richmond captured before an army 
crd he concentrated there. 

Fortbrss Monroh, July 3. 
The Portsmouth, V a., papersof July 21, say 
that reliahle information has been received 
htre that the return of North Carolina to the 
Union is an event which may be daily looked 
for. 

Atlanta, Ga., June 28.— Tho enemy in force 
advanced on Hoover's Gap, 45 mile3 from 
Sbelbyville, Tern., where they were met by 
tbe 1st Georgia Regiment. A skirmish ensued, 
after which tho enemv took possession of Lib- 
erty Gap. 

Brook Haven, Mo., June 28. — Rumors 
reached here this evening that other Yankee 
raiding parties have started from Rodney, on 
a tour of destruction. The Yankees say they 
will destroy the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, if 
it takes 30,000 men to accomplish it. 

. Tolhdo, July G. 

The Knights of the Golden Circle broke in- 
to the depot at Huntington, Ind , about two 
o'clock this morning, and broke open two or 
three boxes of guns and ammunition, and dis- 
tributed them among themselves. 

Farthkr Point, July 6. 
The steamer Hibernian, from Liverpool on 
the 25th aud Londonderry the 26th, arrived 
this evening. 

London, June 26. — The Globe contends that 
England cannot evidently continue immove- 
able on tbe American question and fully en- 
doises Napoleon's views.

ITINERAIIY OF TtlE MAltCU OF PALMKB'S 
DIVISION. 

Nbar Manchester, Tenn., June 28, 18G3. 
• Wp struck our tents on the 24th and com- 
menced a march towards the fairy land of 
Dixie. Tbe march was more than ordinarily 
fatiguing owing to the rain which fell in tor- 
rents throughout the entire day. After pro- 
ceeding about eight miles our advance encoun- 
tered the enemy's pickets, a force of three or 
four companies, who did tolerably nice fight- 
ing for a short time. We lost one killed and 
two wounded; the man who was killed was 
accidentally shot by one of our advanced skir- 
mishers. Heavy cannonading Was kept up 
during tbe day upon our right, but we can 
only conjecture the result. We bivouacked 
near Dry Hol'ow. The men have a great ad- 
vantage in the possession of their sbolter tents. 
As soon as the line was permanently estab- 
lished the tents went up like magic, and in a 
short time our brave soldiers were well pro- 
tected from the pelting storm. The firng con- 
tinned on our right until late in the evening. 

June 25.— We resumed the march at 7 A. 
M. The weather is still bad, it is pouring rain 
this morning. The road we are travelling is 
mountainous, and owing to the heavy rains 
is almost impassable. The cannontding on 
our right has been continued during the en- 
tire day with little or no intermission. The 
result of yesterday's fighting i3 still unknown. 
Bivouacked five miles from the Manchester 
road, and twelve miles from Manchester. The 
rain has been extraordinary during the day, 
and at this hour, 6 P. M., it seems as if tho 
doors of the Heavens were opeued again, and 
the earth in great danger of being inundated 
once more. 

June 2fi. — Our wagons have not yet arrived 

in camp, in fact a portion of our artillery has 
not yet succeeded in climbing the hills our 
column passed over yesterday. Heavy details 
have been made, and fully a thousand m'n 
are assisting in the effort to pass tho wagons 
ar.d artillery over the roads. Many of the 
wagons have broken down, and it is probable 
that soine of the men may havs to go hungry 
to bed this night. We have rumors from our 
right that we have been very successful. 
Query: Does incessant cannonading produce 
incessant rain? 

JvnelL — We are still in bivouac; the new? 
from the right is cheering indeed. We are in 
possession of Hoover's Gap, Liberty Gap, and 
Beech Grove, three of the strongholds of the 
enemy. Most of onr brigade wagons arrived 
yesterday and some few of the other brigades. 
The morning is bright and cheerful, and the 
sun actually came out from tbcd#ep clouds and 
shewed his face to mother earth again. Gen. 
Crittenden has established bis headquarters 
near us. His wagons are all behind, and the 
Mnjor-General Commanding the corps fares 
but little better than the humblest private in 
the ranks. All is quiet on our right to-day. 
It is probable that the enemy is making good 
his retreat towards the mythological last 
ditch," where sccessionism is expected to ex 
pire. We trust that the Army of the Cum- 
berland will be present to witness its expiring 
agonies. It is thought that we will 
leave here this evening to make room 
for Wood's division, which is in our rear. 

The camp on Cripple Creek is no more, yet 
we all felt a tinge of regret at leaving a camp 
wlrere we had spent so many pleasant months. 
The day before our departure an unnatural 
sadness pervaded the entire camp — a deserter 
wss to be shot in the evening, and while we 
felt that he deserved hie fate -yet we regretted 
that justice could only be answered by resort- 
ing to the extreme penalty. The name of the 
man, as also the particulars of the execution, 
I will not give to your readers — simply be- 
cause the penalty attached to his crime was 
fulfilled when he fell a corpse before his execu- 
tioner's. 

6 P. M. — We struck Our tents at ljj o'clock, 
and at 2 we left camp — marched 8 miles, and 
camped four miles from Manchester. Wilder 
is>aid to be in town. 

June 28 — Changed our camp to within 1 >f 
miles of Manchester. We received a mail to- 
day, the first we have had since leaving Crip- 
ple Creek. Tbe reads are still in a fearful con- 
dition for wagons to cross.

Gen. Mkadk's Victory.— The late battle in 
Pennsylvania, extending through several daya 
and probably not finished at the last dates, has 
been the great battle of the war, and we trust 
that the result will be found the great Federal 
victory of the war. How suddenly gloom has 
been turned to glory by Gen. Meade and his 
Grand Army. The rebel host, flushed with 
former successes, marched into the loyal 
States sweeping everything before them and 
trusting that no power could withstand them, 
and fear, amounting almost to consternation 
and panic, seized upon the hearts of millions 
in the loyal States. But lo, that recently 
proud host, beaten and driven back day after 
day, and decimated and thrice decimated by 
slaughter and desertion, and pursued and 
hard-pressed by tho victorious Union army, 
is cow flying lor life, and the great question 
is whether it can ever get back into Virginia 
except in the form of broken and scattered 
fragments. 

According to appearances, the disaster in 
Pennsylvania to the rebel cause is an awful 
one. It seems to bo oue that can never be re- 
paired. It appears like a mortal wound. The 
rebels in their desperation have played a des- 
perate game, and lost. We cannot see that 
a rational hope remains for them. Two such 
momentous Federal victories as those of Get- 
tysburg and Vicksburg, achieved simulta- 
neously, falling at the same moment like twin 
thunderbolts upon the rebellion, seem to leave 
it a blackened and blasted monument of God's 
and mankind's vengeance. 

The Fall of Vicksbcrg. — The event, for 
Which the loyal heart of the nation has for 
months and months been hoping and longing 
and praying, is at length announced. Vicks- 
burg is ours. The Union flag floats, the Union 
authority is established, over the strongest and 
the most important of ail tha rebel strongholds 
upon the continent. "The heroic city," so 
tailed in the Southern Confederacy, is surren- 
dered unconditionally with all its army of 
twenty-four thousand men, its tremendous 
amount of artillery of all descriptions, and 
its great fortifications. Not by canals and 
ditches on the west of the Mississippi, but by 
entrenchments and breastworks and terrible 
fighting on the east side, this momentous 
result has beea accomplished. The rebel 
military authorities have all admitted and 
proclaimed that tho conquest of Vicksburg 
ivould be a dreadful if not a fatal blow to the 
Confederate cause, and that blow has fallen. 
The chief obstruction to the open navigation 
©f the great river is at last removed, and now 
Gen. Grant, wearing the undying laurels of 
victory upon his beaming brow, can hasten 
with the great mass of his noble and magnifi- 
cent army to drive away or capture or annihi- 
late Gen. Johnston's army or to unite with 
the gallant Banks in overwhelming Port 
Hudson at once. There is nothing now in 
all the South and Southwest to withstand the 
Federal power. 

The defence of Vicksburg, scarcely less than 
its conquest, has excited and will continue to 
excite the world's admiration. It will be a 
burning theme upon the lips of generations to 
come after us. The long-beleaguered troops 
fought with a heroism not inferior to that of 
Leonidas and his Spartans. They endured 
hunger and thirst and toil and watching and 
weariness and sickness and danger and death 
as very few other troops on earth ever en- 
dured such evils. Alas that all this endurance 
Was in a cause condemned by man and ac- 
cursed by God. The result, achieved by our 
army at such a heavy cost of blood and suffer- 
ing, is most richly worth the sacrifice. The 
people of the United States may well speak 
their joy in shouts and artillery -salutes and 
paint it in brilliant illuminations and torch- 
light processions. And it is one of the glories 
of the capture of Vicksburg that it was cap- 
tured on the 4th of July. The event has 
made the immortal day dearer and more bless- 
ed than ever to the American heart. What a 
celebration of our country ,s birth-day was 
got up by Gen. Grant! 

Of course Gen. Grant's next movement 
muBt depend upon circumstances that we can- 
not know. We may be assured that he will 
not be idle. If Gen. Johnston, startled by the 
fall of Vicksburg which he was sent with a 
great army to save, shall retreat toward Ten- 
nessee to reinforce Gen. Bragg, it is to be pre- 
Bumcd that Gen. Grant, authorized by instruc- 
tions from Washington, will, with a portion 
of his army at least, strengthen Gen. Rose- 
crans. The noble Army of the Cumberland 
must not be left to confront overwhelming 
numbers. 

It is indeed a glorious coincidence, that, 
at the very time, on the very day, when Gen. 
Meade was beating back and putting to rout 
the vast army of Virginia upon the fields of 
Pennsylvania, Gen. Grant was entering 
Vicksburg and capturing the whole of the 
veteran army there. These two great events, 
coincident in time and coincident in charac- 
ter, tell the doom of the rebellion. Heaven 
Save our Southern brethren from any insane 
disposition to fight longer against destiny. 

t&~ We have no donbt that the first thing 
that Grant and his officers did after the surren- 
der of Vicksburg was to feed the rebel army 
and the resident population bountifully and to 
minister to the wants of the sick and wound- 
ed. Thousands in the devoted city must have 
hailed the news of the surrender and the in- 
coming of the Federal troops with joy irre- 
pressible. The aged men and the pale and 
famishing women and children cojild at length 
come forth from their caves and holes in the 
earth without danger of being mangled by 
bursting bombs. 

When our brave fellows entered the city, 
they must have beheld a thousand melan- 
choly spectacles. We have no doubt that 
many a rough soldier, who had perhaps shed 
no tear since parting with hi3 family, wept 
like a sorrow-stricken child at the evidences 
Of misery that everywhere met his eyes. 

A history of the siege of Vicksburg from 
the pen of some graphic writer who was 
Within the city during the whole time it was 
beleaguered by the Federal hosts would be a 
work of vast interest, abounding in painful 
but thrilling incidents and experiences. 

(©"•Now that Gen. Grant has captured 
Vicksburg, he can very speedily reinforce 
Gen. Banks by troops sent down the Missis- 
sippi on transports.

The great argument now with the enemi<s 
Of the Constitution is that the Union and the 
Constitution cannot both be preserved; that 
the people must sacrifice either one or the 
other. If they will aot consent to vote for 
an unconstitutional appropriation bill, they 
are assured that the Union must be broken up. 
This is the plea of a pitiful demagogue. Who 
before ever heard that it was neceiSiry to de- 
stroy the laws that hold the nation together 
in order to preserve it? Who before ever 
heard that it was treason in those who earned 
the money to direct its use?— Lou. Democrat. 

This is our neighbor's latest defence of the 
platform of the secession party in Kentucky; 
and it is also about his weakest. Our neigh- 
bor's ingenuity is runniug low. The "great 
argument" he mentions is used by no member 
of the Union party of Kentucky; on the 
contrary, the argument is spurned and scouted 
by the whole Union party of the State. 
And this our neighbor very well knows. 

The Union party of Kentucky contends not 
only that the Union and the Constitution can 
both be preserved but that if both are not 
preserved neither can be; it declares that the 
people must sacrifice neither the one nor the 
other but at every hazard must preserve both. 
Such is "the great argument" of the Union 
party of Kentucky; and in this argument the 
Democracy of the North joins with the Union 
party of Kentucky. Not so does the seces- 
sion or no-more-men-and-no-more-money 
party of the State, which has the unutterable 
effrontery to claim affinity with the Democ- 
racy of the North. The secession party op- 
poses the furnishing of another man or another 
dollar under the existing policy though the 
consequence of such opposition be to destroy 
utterly both the Union and the Constitution 
through the triumph of the rebellion ; it de- 
clares in effect that the people,-if they cannot 
at once correct the violations of the Consti- 
tution perpetrated by the party in power, 
must sacrifice not merely either the Union or 
the Constitution; but both the one and the 
other. This is "the great argument now 
with the enemies of the Constitution" and of 
the Union in the midst of us. 

And it is the argument of no other party or 
faction in the country. The abolitionists 
argue indeed that the people must sacrifice 
the Constitution to save the Union; but only 
the secessionists and their allies argue that the 
people must sacrifice both the Constitution 
and the Union to preserve the Constitution. 
The two remedies alike bear on their face the 
sign- manual of treason; the chief difference 
between them is that the ruin involved in the 
abolition remedy is comparatively slow and 
may therefore be seasonably arrested At the 
ballot-box, whereas the ruin involved in the 
secession remedy is instantaneous and irre- 
trievable. The attempt to correct the evils of 
the former by the latter is no more and no 
less rational than would be the attempt to 
cure a bodily distemper with a draught of 
prussic acid. So much for "the great argu- 
ment" of the secession party of Kentucky. 

Our neighbor in the extract above talks 
about "an unconstitutional appropriation bill." 
By this expression we suppose he means an 
appropriation to maintain the government 
under the existing policy. Our neighbor is 
evidently under. the impression or he would 
put his readers under the impression that 
whenever a law of the government is uncon- 
stitutional an appropriation to maintain the 
government is also unconstitutional. Accord- 
ing to ibis impression, probably no general 
appropriation bill that ever passed Congress 
was constitutional, for probably there has 
never been a period since the organization of 
the government when an unconstitutional act 
of some description was not in operation. But 
the impression is ridiculous. The thing is a 
sovereign absurdity. Our readers of course 
will not understand us as comparing the un- 
constitutional laws and expedients of the 
party in power with the common run of un- 
constitutional measures in our own as in every 
other free government; we merely cite the 
latter by way of illustrating the absurdity of 
the principle involved in our neighbor's as- 
sumption. We look upon tho former as evils 
of a very extraordinary and very formidable 
character, and would havo them corrected as 
soon as they possibly can be under the forms 
of the Constitution, though, unlike the seces- 
sion party of Kentucky, we would never in 
any emergency attempt to correct these alarm- 
ing evils by voluntarily surrendering to sud- 
den and total destruction both the Union and 
the Constitution. We would never under- 
take to remedy the administration by destroy- 
ing the government. 

Our neighbor asks: "Who before ever 
heard that it was necessary to destroy the 
laws that hold the nation together in order to 
preserve it?" Sure enough! Who before 
ever heard of this? Yet our neighbor himself 
proposes this very thing in an aggravated 
form. He proposes to preserve the nation not 
simply by destroying the laws that hold it 
together but by destroying directly the na- 
tion itself. He proposes to save the nation by 
stabbing it to the heart. Who indeed ever 
before heard of such treasonable nonsense as 
this? Our neighbor continues: "Whobefore 
ever heard that it was treason in those who 
earned the money to direct its use?" Nobody; 
but everybody has heard before, or rather 
would have heard if anybody before had evsr 
been weak enough or faithless enough to pro- 
pose the measure, that pending a desperate 
war for the defence of the national existence 
it is treason in those who earn the money to 
withhold it because they cannot immediately 
direct its use jn the best way, thereby delib- 
erately permitting the nation lo perish. This 
is treason by every mark that may define the 
crime. It is treason of the mo3t odious and 
despicable form that ever entered into the 
heart of man. 

Nevertheless it constitutes the peculiar plat- 
form of the secession or "Democratic" party 
of Kentucky. And depend upon it if that 
party triumphs in the approaching election 
this form of treason will be put into operation 
here so far at least as to overspread the fair 
borders of Kentucky with desolation and with 
blood. The triumph of that party will sound 
the knell of the peace and welfare and glory 
of the Commonwealth. If it cannot destroy 
the government it will at the lowest destroy 
Kentucky. Kentuckians! shall that party 
triumph? The issue is with you. It is the 
old issue of Union or Disunion in a form so 
keen and pressing as to amount to a question 
of self-preservation. We call upon you to 
arouse your slumbering energies in a struggle 
vital to yourselves if not to your country. 

IgyT'he Democrat, republishing a professed 
account of a speech delivered by Mr. Randall 
at Somerset, says :

Defence of the Citt. — Don't omit to read 
the communication of our correspondent 
♦'Citizen." 



"The air has been full of rumors of 
raids for eeveral days, and Morgan, Hines, 
and other rebel freebooters, would hare to 
possess ubiquity to fill all the marvellous 
requisitions which have been drawn on the 
imagination as to their whereabouts. There 
are but few evidences of the presence of Con- 
federate troops in our State, but every neigh- 
borhood where a knot of rebel sympathizers 
has been allowed to remain, has now its 
baud of robbers, who go about the country 
armed, call themselves guerillas, and steal 
whatever they can lay hands upon. Here and 
there a commissioned oflicer of the Confederates 
leads a gang, and perhaps mnsters his privates 
into the rebel service, but ninety-nine out 
of every hundred of the scamps who are now 
ravaging the State are nothing but highway- 
men, burglars, incendiaries, horse-thieves, 
Bheei'-stealers, and chicken-roost robbers. 
They should be fhot down like mad beasts in 
their tracks wherever caught; there should 
be no quarter extended to them, and, until 
this policy is adopted, we must expect that the 
atrocities of Shepherdstown, Maysville, and 
Christiansburg will be repeated. They are 
conducted on no principles of warfare, and 
those who comprise the gangs are outlaws. 
Trfe hope our military authorities will 
give orders that a more stringent poli- 
cy shall be pursued against them, and 
■when any of them are taken, let them 
not be regarded as prisoners of war, sub- 
ject to parole and exchange, but let them 
be tried and sent to the penitentiary, or, if 
life has been lost in thcr forays, let them be 
ipdicted for murder, and bung if convicted. 
The rebels have pursued a policy toward all 
bridge-burners, telegraph cutters, and railroad 
depredators which may be properly imitated 
•when these sneaking assassins fill into our 
power. They are the meanestof thieves, who 
rob their victims of their valuables, and even 
their clothing, and the swiftest retribution 
6hould be visited upon them. 

Rejiels in Kentucky. — At last, after many 
days' search and diligent inquiry, we have an 
inkling of the whereabouts and plans of the 
most mysterious and ubiquitous of individu- 
als, John Morgan. It is impossible to tell one 
hjafwhere he will be the next; yet we can 
^vinc something of his plans now, ag divulged 
by his frii nds and comrades, and by his own 
action?, he himself saying very little. We 
late last night, or rather early this morn- 
ing, bad a conversation with one of his 
captives, who escaped from his clutches 
only yesterday morning. The gentleman is a 
resident of Nashville, and tells a truthful 
Story. lie started from Nashville on the train 
due heie Monday evening, and which was 
captured the same day near Shepherdsville. 
The train was hailed eight miles beyond 
Elizabethtown, and the conductor informed 
that the rebels were only a few miles ahead, 
and waiting to capture it. Conductor Swee- 
ney, who was in charge, backed to the first 
Station, and telegraphed to this city for 
orders, and received a reply to come on, that 
there was no danger in the way. John Mor- 
gan's operator, Elsworth, sent the response to 
the inquiry for instructions. Sweeney pro- 
ceeded as far a3 Crooked Creek, three milea 
beyond Shepherdsville, where hundreds of 
mounted rebel cavalry stood by the side of 
the road, who told him to stop or they 
■would shoot him and throw the train 
off of the track. He halted, and the 
train had tearly ceased moving when 
believing the rebels had no cannon, he rung 
the bell to run back, and the engineer reversed 
Steero. The cars commenced a retrograde 
motion, but a shell from a piece of artillery 
passed over them, warning the conductor that 
be must not try to escape. Reluctantly the 
OrdeY was given, and the train halted. There 
was a guard of about twenty men on board, 
■who commenced firing at the approaching 
rebels, who were yelling like savage demons; 
but, after one or two ineffective volleys, the 
soldiers ran for dear life, pursued by the vic- 
torious rebels, who soon captured them. The 
passengers, amoHg whom were a number of 
ladies, laid. flat down on the floor of the cars 
to avoid the balls that were passing above and 
through the train. The guerilla thieves, after 
tbe soldiers were disposed of, turned their at- 
tention to the passengers, robbing every one 
•who had money, clothing, or valuables. 
Jn some instances articles were returued. to 
their rightful owners through the influence of 
tome ones among the robbers who bad a little 
honesty left. Through the intercession of 
8one ladies, rebel friends of Morgan, the train 
and all the passengers were sent back to Nash- 
Tille, and started in that direction between 
eleven and twelve o'clock Monday night. It 
•was first bis intention to destroy it, but he 
-was persuaded to forego his determination to 
do so. Morgan had with him precisely 3,000 
men and two batteries of artillery — a part of 
which, by the way, he made the mail passengers 
:ull out of the mud, where it had been left by 
tHeSkrtillerj men. His intention was to come 
to Louisville, as obtained from his officers and 
men. He did not apprehend much difficulty 
in coming — thought our protecting forces here 
very limited in number, and that he with his 
veUran troops could soon disperse them. He 
received much valuable information from the 
rebel ladies above mentioned, who exhibited 
unmistakable signs of joy at meeting - him. 
Be states that iiuckner is in the State with 
from ten to -twelve thousand men, and that he 
(Buckner) will immediately march on this 
city. It was Morgan's intention to burn the 
bridge and trestle-work at Shepherdsville be- 
fore he left the neighborhood. Yesterday af- 
ternoon he was between Shepherdsville and 
Lebanon Junction, directly in the line of the 
Louisville and Nashville railread, and is 
probably now retreating. If he has not 
changed his position, he has ere this had to 
fight. A brave and efficient officer has been 
despatched to meet and give him battle, and 
<"With large enough force to defeat him, too. 
Morgan will doubtless avoid him if possible. 
Thero is strong evidence that not much dam- 
age has been done the railroad. 

All rebels reported at different points east 
and west of this city are small scouting and 
reconnoitering parties of Morgan's band — 
nothing more. 

t&" A gentleman residing in this city was 
Searched yesterday morning for a rebel flag. 
He has two sons in the rebel army, one with 
the horse-thief Morgan, doubtless now in this 
{State warring against his own hearthstone, 
the other in the Quartermaster's department 
of the rebel army; and, growing jubilant over 
the aspect of affairs, a nasty, filthy rag, dig- 
nified with the name of flag, was exhibited — 
flaunted in the faces of some rebel soldiers, 
prisoners of war passing by. The information 
•was transmitted to the military, who arrested 
the whole family and instigated a search for 
the rag, which was not found. The gentle- 
man, wife, and daughters took the oath of 
allegiance to the United States — the (S-overn- 
ernment they in secret so despise. 

Bgy-A deserter from the rebel arm y was re- 
leased at Col. Mundy's headquarters yesterday 
iing the oath of allegiance to the United 
(States. He wished to join a regiment in the 
Union army, and was granted permission to 
do so. 



Nfw Books — We are indebted to Mr. L. A. 
Civiil for copies of Fanny Keruble Butler's 
Journal of a Residence on a Georgian Planta- 
tion in 1838-'9, and a Memoir of the Life and 
Character of the late Theodore Frelinghuy- 
sen, by Talbjt W. Chambers, both from thi 
press of Harper & Brothers. After the ill- 
assorted marriage of Fanny Kemble with 
Pierce Butler, they passed a year on oue of 
his plantations at the entrance of the Altama- 
ha river on the coast of Georgia, and Fanny, 
who has a passion for writing as well as a 
demonstrative passion cn all occasions, kept 
a journal for the eye of her friend Elizabeth 
Dwight Sedgwick, which is now given to 
the public inspection. With all her inborn 
prejudices, as an English woman, against 
Blavery, she has shown a wonderful facility in 
selecting its darkest shades aud exaggerating 
their intensity. Her book, therefore, will be 
eagerly devoured by the radical abolitionists, 
while those who are familiar with "the insti- 
tution'' will find great difficulty in recogniz- 
ing its features as depicted by her. 

The memoir of Frelinghuysen has evidently 
been a labor of love with its author, who was 
connected by marriage with its subject, and 
enjoyed many years of intimacy with him. 
Beloved in all his private/elations, a zealous 
leader in all religious enterprises, with varied 
attainments and a purity of character which 
was proverbial, the history of his mental 
growth and development serves (o show how 
nearly a mortal can reach towards absolute 
perfection. This memorial of a great and 
good man will be a valuable addition to the 
biographical literature of our country, and it 
exemplifies in a most charming manner the 
daily beauty of the walk of one who was a 
thorough and consistent Christian in all his 
relations with life, both public and private.

made the announcement of the death of Lewis 
Reid, an old and highly esteemed citizen of 
Larue county, Kentucky, and we are now 
called upon to announce the demise of the 
companion of bis youth and later year3, Mrs. 
Alice M. Reid, who departed this life on the 
3d inst., following the footsteps of her ven- 
erable husband so closely into that "undis- 
covered country from whose bourne no trav- 
eller returns," Mr. Reid's death having 
occurred on the 26th June, and hers the fol- 
lowing week. They were both victims to 
that terrible scourge small-pox. Like her 
hosband, Mrs. Ried was born in Virginia, 
being a native of Stafford county, and was at 
the time of her death in the seventy-first 
year of her age. More than fifty years 
ago they united their fortunes in wed- 
lock, in that portion Larue ceunty which 
was then attached to Hardin, the event 
inaugurating a joyous ynion, the history of 
which was marked by fewer sorrows, through 
a period of more than half a century, than is 
common to tbe lot of mankind. She had for 
the same period been a devoted member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and a true and 
consistent christian. Even in her old age she 
was "the Fght of the house'' and one of tire 
treasures of the neighborhood. "Aunt Alsie" 
was known and beloved by all for many miles 
around, and her home was the resort alike of 
the young and light of heart and the aged and 
sedate. To lose so beloved and so loving a 
pair is indeed a calamity, in which affliction 
the bereaved family have the universal sym- 
pathy of all who knew so well the nobility 
and gentleness of character of the venerated 
dead.

Rebels at Simpsonville, Shelby County. 
We are informed by the Assistant Assessor of 
Internal Revenue, who arrived from Simpson- 
ville, Shelby county, yesterday evening, that 
forty rebels, under the leadership of Dick 
Stonestreet, belonging to Clukt's cavalry, of 
Morgan's forces, entered that town yesterday 
morning, at 9 o'clock. They stole five stage- 
borses from the stage line proprietors, and one 
from Capt. George. They were drinking con-' 
biderable whiskey while there, and spread 
general fear and dread throughout the neigh- 
borhood. They left in the direction of La- 
grange, after a stay of three-quarters of an 
bonr. 

Rumors and Reports. — A party of one 
hundred and fifty rebels paid our Oongress- 
man, Robert Mallory, a visit at his residence 
in the country, twenty-five miles from this 
city, yesterday, and partook of a dinner, 
which was given reluctantly. 

About three hundred rebels were reported 
to be at Flo} dsburg yesterday threatening the 
Frankfort railroad. The trains were not run- 
ning, but the wires were working through. 
We give it for a rumor, which our readers can 
believe or disbelieve at their option. We will 
not vouch for its truth ourselves. 

gfej5~John Patrick got married on Monday 
evening, and after dark the boys in the neigh- 
borhood repaired to his residence, in the 
suburbs of the city, corner of Asbury street 
and the Plankroad, to have some fun. The 
noise of tinpans, gun9, firecrackers, &*c, 30 
annoyed the bridegroom and his friends that 
they remonstrated, when a general fight en- 
sued, in which several of both partes were 
more or less injured. They threatened to re- 
turn last night, but a guard was sent up,

Harrisburo, July 7, G P. M. 

Information received here proves beyoml a 
doubt the continued retreat of the rebels 
toward Hagcrstown and Williamsport, with 
the intention of crossing the Potomac. Their 
wagon trains are all in front, and are being 
ferried across slowly in two flatboats. The 
Potomac is very high, bank full, and they 
cannot cross, their only pontoon bridge having 
been destroyed. 

A large force of infantry prevented the cap- 
ture of Williamsport. 

General Buford, with his cavalry, is fast fol- 
lowing the rebels up, and a great battle will 
be fought before they succeed in getting away. 

This fight, it is hoped, will result iu the 
capture of the whole or dispersion of Lee's 
army. 

Second Despatch. — A deserter from Louisi- 
ana says a gentleman who arrived from Wil- 
liamfport ttttes that a big fi;ht was then 
going^ on, and (hat there were no rebels in ths 
vicinity of Greencastle. 

The whole rtbel army appears to be on the 
bank of tbe river, and is no doubt miking a 
desperate fight. 

Iiakiiisri-rg, July 7. 

General Couch received intelligence to-day, 
which is reliable, that General Lee intends 
occupying and holding ths Maryland Heights 
uniil his army can rtcrosa tho Potomac. 

No new s to-day from the Army of the Po- 
tomac. 

I.ongstreet's hfadqnarters were at Jack's 
Mountain, ten miles from Gettysburg. Ewell 
is at Paintsville, eight miles distant. 

When the rebels passed through Fairfax 
they were moving rapidly, three columns 
abreast. 

The slaughter among the rebel Generals was 
very great. Maj.-Gen. Trimble is a prisoner 
in our lines. His left foot is gone. Brig.- 
Gen. Kemper is a prisoner and is in a dying 
condilion. Gen. Armstead was captured. 
Maj.-Hood, and Generals Beth, Ruder, and 
Pickel are also known to be wounded. 

Cairo, July 7. 

Between eight and ten o'clock the rebels, 
under Holmes, Price, and. Marmaduke, made 
an attack on Helena on the morning of the 
4th. They advanced in three columns. The 
roughness of the ground was such as to pre- 
vent tire rebels from bringing their artillery, 
and they attempted to carry the works by as- 
sault. The centre colum charged in the direc- 
tion of Fort Curtis, and took three lines of 
rille-pits. The flank attack was not sj suc- 
cessful, which subjected the centre to an en- 
filading fire, which swept them down in great 
numbers. 

The rebels were soon surrounded and cap- 
tured. One whole brigade, what was left of 
it, numbering 840, fejl into our hands, 740 of 
whom arrived here this morning. Among 
them are Col. Lewis, of the 7th Missouri, and 
Col. Bell. 

Gen. Prentiss was aware of the contem- 
plated attack, and was prepared. He had 
about 4,000 men, and was assis'ed by the gun- 
boat Tylor. Prisoners say the attack will 
be renewed. 

Tne battle commenced at 4 A. M. and con- 
tinued until 10 P. M. The rebel loss is not 
less than 1,500 killed, wounded, and prisoners. 
The entire Federal loss is not over 100. Pren- 
tiss is confident that he can repel any assault 
that can be made. 

It is thought the rebel depredations neir 
Lake Providence was to draw the gunboats 
to that point, and thus give them a better op- 
portunity at Helena. 

New York, July 7. 

The Commercial's Paris letter of June 23d' 
snys the report that the Emperor is pressing 
his mediation schemes upon EiigUnd is en- 
tirely unfounded. He adds that Mr. Dayton 
is preparing for a visit to the United States. 
This shows that he has no tears or anticipa- 
tions of anything of the kind. 

The Baltimore American of yesterday says 
every available man in Baltimore and Wash- 
ington is being hurried to Frederick to inter- 
cept Lee's flying and demoralized troops. 

A great battle will probably come off to- 
morrow, which will doubtless, be a final one, 
as Gen. Meade's forces have been reinforced 
by Gens. Couch, Schenck, and Heintzelman, 
which w.i'1 nearly double Lee's army. 

• New York, July 7. 

The Arago has arrived from Port Royal, 
which place she left on the 4th. 

A deserter from Montgomery's negro regi- 
ment has been executed. 

The defences of Foley Island are nearly 
completed. tlwiBg to rumors that the ene- 
my is deepening Wappoe Out with the view 
of bringing down an iron-clad, one of our 
monitors has been placed in the Stono. 

Admiral Dahlgren arrived at Port Royal on 
the 4th. 

The 7th New York regimect'left Baltimore 
yesterday for Frederick. 

The Catawba, from New Orleans on tbe 
30tb. via Fortress Monroe, arrived to-night. 

The Era states that a large rebel force, un- 
der Gfn. Green, approached Donaldsonville 
on the 27th, demanding its surrender, which 
was of course refused. The rebels demanded 
the removal of the women and children. At 
half-past one o'clock on the morning of the 
28th the rebels made an attack In force. The 
battle lasted till daylight, when they were re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. Our loss was six 
killed and sixteen wounded, including two 
officers. Our gunboats participated. 

Our forces had buried 64 dead and were 
busy burying more. It was estimated that 
100 rebels were left on the field. The enri e 
relielloss is nearly 600. We took 120 prison- 
ers, including eleven commissioned officers, 
among whom are one Colonel, four Majors, 
and one Captain. Two rebel Lieutenant-Col- 
onels, two Majors, and five Lieutenants were 
killed. 

Rebel papers state that the Federals had 
captured Panola, Miss., destroying a large 
amount of rebel property and cutting off 
Johnston, s communication and supplies. 

Cincinnati, July 7. 

Business was suspended this afternoon owing 
to the excitement over the Vicksburg news. 
The announcement was made on 'Change 
about noon. The rejoicing is great aad uni- 
versal, and Hags float from all tbe public and 
mnny piivate buildings. The firing of cannon 
has been kept up all afternoon. To-night the 
streets are alive with fire-works and crowded 
with excited people. Gen. Burnside ordered 
a salute of one guns to ■ be fired at noon to- 
morrow. 

Washington, July 7. 
A procession with bands of music proceeded 
to the Executive Mansion this evening. The 
crowd soon became immense. There were, 
in addition to the patriotic strains of music, 
repeated cheers for the President, Meade, 
Grant, and Rosecrans. The President ap- 
peared at an upper window and spoke in 
appropriate terms. 

Frederick, July 6. 

The iron bridge is so nearly destroyed as 
to be impracticable for the retreating rebels. 
Portions of the rebel army passed through 
the South Mountain, but the Potomac is high 
and their pontoons are destroyed. Kilpatrick 
is alter the rebels 'sharply. 

Baltimore, July 7. 

Captain E. P. Fitch, Department Quarter- 
master at Marlinsburg, arrived there to-day 
with his train of wagons, horses, and Govern- 
ment stores, amounting in value to over a 
million and a half ol dollars. It was said^hat 
much of this properly had been destroyed and 
captured by the rebels on Gen. Milroy's re- 
treat from Martiasburg last Suuday week. 

Bedford, Pa., July 6. 

There has been a battle near Mercersburg 
between Fitzbugh Lee's and Gen. Pierce's 
forces. The firing continued up to !> o'clock 
to-night. 1 can send you details by to-morrow. 
Our forces still maintain their ground, and 
Pleaganton will be up to morrow. 

New York, July 7. 

Heavy rifled guns are being shipped to Port 
Royal for the use of our monitors. 

A Tribune's letter states that the 11th corps 
lost in killed, wounded, and missing, 408 
men; the 1st corps lost near 5,000, the 12th 
corps lost about 1,200 men and 17 officers 
killed, and 43 wounded. 

Halifax, July 7. 
The Enquirer has a despatch from Carlisle, 
dated at six o'clock P. M.', stating that the 
rebels were at Williamsport on Sunday even- 
ing. Sedgwick was in their rear with 25,000 
fresh troops. 

Wastiinotos, July 6. 
Gen. Stoneman leaves to-night to take com. 
mand of the cavalry of the Army of the 

Potomac. 



ARRIVAL OF THE ASIA. 

Halifax, July 7. 
The Asia, from Liverpool on the 27th, and 
Queenstown on the 28th ult., arrived this 
morning. 

Great Britain. — The Custom-house author- 
ities at Liverpool had notified the owners of 
the Gibraltar, late Sumpter, that unless the 
two guns of large calibre on hoard were land- 
ed, the ship would be detained on suspicion 
that they were for Confederate ports. 

In the House of Lords, on the 26th, Earl 
Russell denied the statement that Napoleon 
had renewed his overtures for joint mediation 
between the Federals and Con'ederates. 

M-. . Roebuck stated that he should bring on 
a motion for tho recognition of the Confed- 
erate States. 

•The Vienna Journal mentions a report that 
Lord Palmerston will endeavor to induce the 
belligerents in Americi to submit their dif- 
ferences to the King of the Belgians. 

The papers are filled with speculations on 
the probabilities of war growing out of Polish 
affairs. 

It is believed the notes of the Powers were 
presented to Gorizchakoff on the 25th. The 
Russian answer was anxiously awaited. 

Hanover, July 6. 

Our cavalry are still harrassing the rebel 
rear. Lee is endeavoring to gain position in 
the South Moudtain Gap. The men and 
animals are said to be exhausted. Another 
battle is imminent. 

Philadelphia, July 7. 
The Press has a despatch from Gettysburg, 
dated at five o'clock P. M., stating that the 
1 2th corps, now through Williamsport, has 
cut off the rebels. Part of Pleasanton's force 
has gone toward Frederick. 

Buffalo, July 7. 
Despatches from many quarters indicate 
great rejoicing and celebrating over the news 
of the fall of Vicksburg and Lee's defeat. 



BSTA despatch in yesterday's Gazette from 
Hickman's Bridge, Ky., states that "all is ex- 
citement again in Kentucky. Morgan is in 
the State — he is coming. This is enough. 
There is a panic, and it is increasing. Fifty 
families have passed here in twehty-four hours. 
A sufficient number of able-bodied men have 
emigrated from Danville and vicinity, if 
armed with bricks, to beat out the brains of 
Morgan's entire command. 

"A maB who came from Lebanon yesterday 
reports Morgan's force at Green river bridge 
at 3,000 to 4,000 — says our troops from James- 
town attacked him in the rear. Capt. Carter, 
of the First Kentucky, killed, and Lieut. Col. 
Adums captured — not confirmed. 

Mules and horses by thousands, negroes by 
a ores, and valiant men by hundreds choke 
the highways this morning, in haste to obtain 
a place of safety." 



Internal Revenue Decisions. — The follow- 
ing important decisions have been rendered 
by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue: 

The executors or administrators of the es- 
tates of persons who died in the year* 1862 
should make return of the income thereof for 
the year 1862. A merchant's return of income 
should cover the business of the year 1862, ex- 
cluding previous years. Uncollected accounts 
must be estimated. Physicians and lawyers 
should include actual receipts for services ren- 
dered in 1862, together with an estimate of 
unrealized or contingent income due to that 
year. Dividends and interest payable in 1362 
should be returned as income for that year, no 
matter when declared. 

AU^trsons neglecting or refusing to make 
return of income, except in case of sickness, 
are brought within the penalties prescribed by 
tbe 11th section of tbe act of July 1st, 1862, 
viz: 'An addition of 50 per cent to the amount 
ascertained by the Assistant Assessor upon 
such information as he can obtain, and a pen- 
alty of $100, to be recovered for the United 
Slates, with costs of suit." 



A despatch from Fort Donelson, July 
1st, gives an account of a skirmish between 
Col. HeDry, of the Fifteenth Kentucky, and a 
rebel force, on Sandy River, sixty or seventy 
miles from Fort Heiman. Col. Henry had 
400 men, and met a superior rebel force. His 
regiment was fcadly cut up, and ho himself 
either killed or captured.

DEFENCE OF THE CITY". 

The repeated raids in the direction of our 
city by bands of a few thousand marauders, 
and the resulting panics that have exercised 
our citizens, show the importance of some 
means of defence. Yuu havo repeatedly 
called attention to the matter, but as yet 
without results. The Democrat, and conse- 
quently the Mayor, think such precaution 
unnecessary. 

When Gen. Burnside first came into this 
department, I am informed, he expressed sur- 
prise at the defenceless condition of the city, 
and at once ordered surveys to be made, 
which, it is said, show that the city could 
easily and cheaply be placed in a state of com- 
parative security by a line of redoubtn or 
redans commending the approaches. There 
the matter rests, perhaps because the defence 
of Cincinnati has been more persistingly 
pressed upon him. 

When Bragg's army threatened the city 
rifle-pits were dug and pontoon bridges 
thrown across the river; this is all that has 
ever been done by the Government for the 
defence of the most important base of opera- 
tions in the Vallev. Now had it been neces- 
sary to use the rifle-pits the city would have 
been destroyed, as they were inside the city 
limits, aad of course the use of the pontoon 
bridge indicated the abandonment of the city. 
Indeed it was understood that General Wright 
intended to demolish the rebel army when 
it occupied the city by shelling it from across 
the river. Since that time the Government 
has removed its valuable stores across the 
river, and public buildings that would have 
been much more convenient here have been 
built in Jeffersonville. 

We are discouraged by these facts from ex- 
pecting any immediate attention from the 
powe rs that be. Shall we under these circum- 
stances quietly wait for the arrival of the next 
band of robbers, who, feeling secure in our- 
total want of organization and defence, may 
enter tbe city and destroy it? or shall we 
more wisely redouble our efforts to secure the 
safety of the city? Certainly, Gen. Burnside 
must see the importance of making available 
the loyal citizens who are willingand anxious 
to assist in their own defence. If he were to 
order the construction of ten redoubts, and the 
citizens of each Ward were to engage two 
hundred meD, who should drill each battalion 
in its cwn redoubt and form its defence, this 
number would be ample to make the city se- 
cure against such a power as was supposed to 
threaten the city last night. The members of 
these main battalions would at once repair to 
their respective forts on agiven signal instead of 
wandering without intent through the streets 
or remaining in bed because they do not know 
where to go. Perhaps Gen. Burnside would at 
once otjler this or some better means of defence 
if his attention were especially and earnestly 
called to it, but, if not, the State or city cer- 
tainly should do something for our defence 
and organization. CITIZEN.
